Safety Corner 


Since summer is here, the sub ject 
safety should be addressed. One 
area of the hobby that can be 
rather dangerous without careful 


planning can be antenne 
installing- Take to heart the 
following story of & fellow 


&imeateur as he told i to his 
insurance company. 

“lf am writing in response to your 
request for additional intormation 
for block number three of the 
juccident srepoiting form. i put 
‘poor planning’ as the cause of 
the accident. You said in your 
letter that | should explain more 
fully and If trust the following 
detail will be sutficent. 

| am an amateur radio operstor 
and on the day of the accident, I 
was working alone on the top 
secton of my new 80 foot tower. 
When | had campleted my work, I 
(discavered that | had, over the 
course of several trips up the 
tewer, brought up about 300 Ibs 
of toecls and spare hardware. 
Rather than carry the now un— 
needed tools and material down 
by hand, | decided to lower the 
items down in a small barrel by 
using a pulley. which, fortunately. 
was attached ta the gin pole at 
tise tage of the Luawes. 

Securing the rope at ground level, 
li went to the top of the tower 
jland loaded the tools and material 
inte the barrel Then f went back 
to the ground and untied the 
rope. helding it tighth: te insure a 
siow decent of the 300 ibs af 
teols- You will note in block 
number 21 of the accident form 
that | weigh anly 155 Ibs. Due ta 
my Gurprise of being jerked off 


the ground so suddeniy. | lost my 
presence af mind and forget ta 
lel go wf the rope. Needless te 


say, | proceeded up the side of 
the tower. In the vicinity of 40 
feet, I met the barrel coming 
down. This explains my fractured 


skull and broken collarbone. 
Slowed oanly slightly, | cantinued 
my rapid ascent, net stopping 


until the fingers of my right hand 
were tuo knuckles deep into the 
pulley. 

Fortunately, § had regained my 
presence of mind and wuas able to 
hald onto the rope in spite of my 
puin. Al approximately fhe sume 
ftime, however, the barrel of tools 
ehit the ground and the bottom fell 
out of the barrel. Devoid of the 
wright of the teosic, the barrel 
now weighed approximately 26 
peunds (COM> 


f refer you again to my weight in 
Block 11. Gs you might imagine, |! 
began 2 rapid decent down the 
side of the tower. In the vicinty 
of the 40 foot level, I met the 
barrel coning up. This accounts 
for the two fractured ankles and 
the laceretions of my lege and 
flower body. 

The encounter with the barre! 
Slowed me enough to lessen my 
injuries when | fell onta the pile 
of tools and fortunately, only 
three vertebrae were cracked. i! 
@m serry toa repert. however. 
that, as Ilay there on the tools, 
unable to stand and watching 
the empty barrel 206 feet above 
me...i again lost my presence oaf 
mind. fi fet go of the rope."
